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Bacterins in the Control of Cattle Diseases 
By Dr. GEORGE H. CONN 


Editor’s Note—Dr. Conn is a practicing veterinarian of long 
experience, at Freeport, Ill., and a frequent contributor to the 
agricultural press on subjects in his field. Here is a subject 
that we are sure our readers will find interesting. 





titis or garget in cattle is, that nothing can be done 

to prevent or control it. Many of our veterinarians 
daily advise their clients to ship any garget infected cows 
to market, and to make no attempt to treat them. Our 
experience with this disease has been such that we do 
not hesitate to advise the use of bacterins both as a cura- 
tive treatment and as a preventive of this very serious 
disease. 


We do not want to create the impression that this 
method is 100% effective, for there is a small number 
of cows that have had structural changes take place in 
their udders, and where this has taken place no treat- 
ment can be expected to be of much (if any) value. Our 
experience has been that these cases are not very numer- 
ous; therefore we make it a general practice to treat 
all cows unless we are positive by history of the cow and 
observation of her that she has a damaged udder. 


In our experience we have had several herds where 
the condition had the appearance of a chronic infection. 
In such herds there was a low production and a low fat 
test with an occasional swollen quarter with stringy, 
heavy milk. By testing the milk from the cows in such 
herds it has not been uncommon to find from 25% to 
75% of the cows giving abnormal milk from one or more 
quarters. In our experience in nearly every case ab- 
normal milk (from a normal appearing cow that is 
properly fed and cared for) is the result of streptococcus 
infection which is the principal cause of mastitis or 
garget. We do not want to leave the impression that 
there are no other causes of injury to the milking cow’s 
udder than the streptococcus infection, for we know they 
become injured and suffer from structural changes at 
calving time as well as other factors, that do cause a 
small percentage (and we feel a very small percentage) 
of cases of mastitis or garget. Since this streptococcus 
infection is found in practically every dairy barn and is 
so easily spread, we consider it good practice to use bac- 
terins in almost every case of garget regardless of cause, 
both for its preventive and curative value. 


Since it is generally recognized that streptococcus in- 
fection is the principal cause of mastitis and since it has 
been definitely proved that it is possible to produce an 
immunity against such bacteria (germs or infection) by 
using bacterins, why is it not reasonable to suppose that 
similar results should be secured in preventing and 
treating mastitis with bacterins? We have been work- 
ing on that basis for some time and our results have 
been very good. We do not believe that bacterins are of 
much value in treating those cows that have been in- 
fected long enough to produce thickened indurated tis- 
sues in the udder, but in our experience it requires a 
complete bacterin treatment to determine this fact. 


Our experience is to the effect that many veterinar- 


T ii most common opinion about the control of mas- 





ians do not get results principally for two reasons (1) 
they give only one dose, (2) they do not use the proper 
kind of bacterin. We do not expect to get results in 
badly infected herds with less than three doses. We re- 
peat the treatment in most herds every six months. 
Such other cattle diseases as hemorrhagic septicemia 
(so-called shipping fever), keratitis (or influenza) can 
be successfully treated and also prevented by the correct 
use of the proper bacterins. The same precautions apply 
to their use for the above conditions as apply to mastitis. 
We used mastitis as the principal disease discussed for 
the reason that it is more often present than most other 
diseases and because of its economic importance. 


Our experience has been that results are always more 
satisfactory as a preventive, and as a treatment when it 
is used at the first symptom of sickness. The longer the 
disease is present before treatment is started, the greater 
the losses are likely to be and the more doses that are 
than required. 


Calf Scours 

We have adopted the use of bacterins for preventing 
and treating white (infectious) scours of calves and our 
results have been very satisfactory. Where losses have 
been heavy and the infection seems severe, we recom- 
mend giving three (3) doses of scour bacterin (now 
called Mixed Bacterin (Bovine) No. 3) during the_ first 
week after birth. In calves where the disease is pres- 
ent we sometimes give a dose of bacterins every 24 hours 
until 3 doses have been given, then 1 or 2 more doses if 
needed at 3 or 4 day intervals. Where the infection is 
milder we often give but 2 doses a week apart. This 
method has been giving us very good results. 


Two Principal Methods of Bacterin Manufacture 


Because of the fact that the live stock owner and 
layman does not understand that there are two principal 
methods of manufacturing bacterins (bacterial vaccines) 
for use with live stock, they very frequently have un- 
satisfactory results in using these products for the pre- 
vention and cure of live stock diseases. While it is pos- 
sible to use both types of bacterins with satisfactory re- 
sults, there are certain precautions that must be taken 
with the one type that make it unsafe for the owner or 
layman to attempt to use this type of bacterin. 

The most desirable type of bacterin for live stock use 
in that type that is produced in the same manner that 
bacterins are produced for human use. This is known as 
the washed method of bacterin production for the reason 
that the bacterins are made in the same manner that 
typhoid-paratyphoid bacterin (for human use) is made. 
The second method is known as the broth type (whole 
culture type). 

Briefly, the method of producing the washed type 
bacterin is to select the proper strains of bacteria which 
are inoculated or seeded on solid media which is best 
suited for that bacteria, and this means such materials 
as agar-agar, which is a common preparation of vege 
table origin. These substances with which this type of

$252 Average in Illinois Sale 


Illinois breeders set a new high 
average for the year for state sales 
with their latest event held October 
18 at De Kalb, with 46 head bring- 
ing $11,680 for an average of 
$253.91. The highest average in 
recent years previous to this was 
made in last year’s Virginia State 
Sale which averaged $233. 

Gene Mack and Red English did 
the auctioneering with Herman 
Schmitz, West Chicago, reading pedi- 
grees. There was a good crowd on 
hand with 30 buyers from Illinois 
and one each from Alabama and 
Indiana. 

The Bemis Bag Co., Talledago, 
Ala., was the big buyer of the sale, 
taking eight head for $2,790. Among 
their purchases were the two high- 
est priced animals, a young son of 
Colony Flood Perfection 8th con- 
signed by the University of Illinois, 
for $425, and a $415 senior 4-year- 
old consigned by Mooseheart. Mil- 
ford Zinson, Chicago, bought four 
head for $860. Another heavy 
buyer was David Langel, Greenville, 
Ill., who took three head for $785. 

Averages on this sale show that 
24 females in milk sold for $297.71 
each; 3 bred 2-year-olds, $240; 6 
bred heifers, $209.16; 3 open 
heifers, $193.33; 2 heifer calves, 
$172.50; and 8 bulls at an average 
of $193.75. 

Ralph Nelson of De Kalb was 
chairman of the sale committee.

The sale was held in a tent on 
the farm. It is interesting to note 
that two ‘old-timer’? Indiana breed- 
ers, who had dispersed their herds 
some years ago, were both in the 
buyers’ list, these being Dick Paul 
and Joseph Hill. Mr. Hill, of Rich- 
mond, Ind., after spirited bidding 
with W. J. Mersman, Celina, Ohio, 
secured Orreo Lassie Josephine at 
$400. She is a 2-year-old daughter 
of Sir Lassie Bess Ormsby out of 
Carnation Inka Josephine, a daugh- 
ter of Sir Inka May, and an excellent 
show heifer. Her baby heifer, born 
August 21, was purchased by LeRoy 
Mills, Straughn, Ind., for $105. Mr. 
Paul also took a daughter of Sir 
Lassie Bess Ormsby, out of a 581-lb. 
fat granddaughter of DeCreamCo 
Calamity Posch at $320. She was 
just four years old. 

Victor M. O’Shaughnessy, Law- 
renceburg, Ind., a comparatively new 
breeder, bid on a great many ani- 
mals, and finally bought the top cow 
of the sale, Orreo Lassie Kaza, 6- 
year-old daughter of Sir Lassie Bess 
Ormsby, at $425. She has 491.3 lbs 
fat in 436 days as a senior 2-year- 
old in Class B, and her dam, Kaza 
Fobes Piebe (566.6 Ibs fat) is one of 
the foundation cows in the Orr herd. 

Mr. O’Shaughnessy also selected a 
2-year-old daughter of Kaza Fozes 


Piebe, recently fresh, at $285, sired 
by Sir Lassie Bess Ormsby, as well as 
Orreo Lassie Inka Spofford, just 
turned 3 years old, also by the Lassie 
bull, at $395. Seventeen daughters 
of Sir Lassie Bess Ormsby, son of 
Mount Riga Sir Hazel and Miss Las- 
sie Ormsby (644.1 lbs fat), a former 
All-American, sold for a total of 
$4,465. 

W. J. Mersman, Celina, Ohio, was 
the heaviest buyer in the sale. He 
bought the first three cows in the 
ring, and selected five other tops for 
a total of $2,260 for the eight head.

Orrco Dowager, herd sire, a vet- 
eran show ring campaigner at Indi- 
ana and Ohio State Fairs, topped the 
bull section at $225 to C. B. Renner 
& Sons, W. Manchester, Ind. Born 
July 30, 1936, he is a son of Sir Las- 
sie Bess Ormsby and Kaza Fobes 
Piebe, dam of the top cow in the 
sale.

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New England Sale Averages $212 


One of the best New England Sales 
of recent years was held at the 
Northhampton (Mass.) fair grounds 
on October 23, with 53 head bring- 
ing a total of $11,255 for an average 
of $212.36. This average is es- 
pecially noteworthy in that there 
were no uncatalogued calves to be 
included with their dams to boost 
the average and there were no un- 
usually high prices, although three 
of the 53 offerings brought from 
$300 to $350. Except for three 
young bulls, all of which sold below 
the average of the sale, the entire 
sale was made up of cows of milking 
age or two-year-olds carrying their 
first calves, with a good proportion 
of them fresh or soon due. Analysis 
of the sale figures shows that the 32 
cows averaged $227.34, the 18 two- 
year-olds $193.61 and the three bulls 
$165. 

The crowd was large, with stand- 
ing room at a premium a good part 
of the day and with bids breaking 
out in all parts of the crowd and the 
lighting system not too good, Auc- 
tioneer E. M. Granger and Pedigree 
Man Aleen Crissey finally called on 
Glen Householder and other volun- 
teers to help catch the bids. The 53 
animals went to 34 buyers from four 
New England States and New York. 

Top price of $350 was secured by 
George B. Flint, East Mansfield, 
Mass., for a _ lovely two-year-old 
daughter of Baker Farm Gibralter, 
taken after a spirited contest by 
Quon-quont Stock Farm, Whately, 
Mass. Second high money, $330, 
went to H. C. Johnson, Vergennes, 
Vt. for a 4.1% daughter of Newmont 
Ormsby Beets Segis, taken by M. P. 
Azevedo, Westport, Mass. Two other 
cows in the H. C. Johnson consign- 
ment brought $240 and $235 each 
and one from Reginald H. Johnson 
brought $250, making this one of 
the finest consignments of the sale. 

The other $300 animal was Baker 
Farm Jaconet, a two-year-old con- 
signed by Baker Farm, Exeter, N. H. 
and taken at that figure by E. M. 
Scripture, Fitchburg, Mass. The six 
head in the Baker consignment 
brought an average of $232.50, their 
five females averaging $247. The 
seven head consigned from the state 
of Maine, including one from F. S.

Penn State Sale Averages $172.21 


The third annual Pennsylvania 
Federation State Sale was held Octo- 
ber 22 at the Farm Show Building, 
Harrisburg. The 52 animals sold 
brought a total price of $8,955 for a 
general average of $172.21. The top 
price of $315 was paid by James F. 
Kratzer, Harmony, Pa., for a senior 
2-year-old daughter of King Dandy 
Sweet, Overbrood-bred herd sire of 
A. S. Hallock, Laceyville, who con- 
signed her. 

There was a strong demand evi- 
denced by the eager bidding on near- 
ly all female animals that were just 
fresh or close to freshening, 16 of 
these selling for $200 or over. Too 
many bull calves, heifer calves, and 
unbred heifers hurt the average of 
the sale, 12 bulls averaging $131.66; 
four cataloged heifer calves, $70: 
and 6 open heifers, $129.16. The 
19 milking females brought an aver- 
age price of $226.84, and four bred 
2-year-olds averaged $225. Seven 
bred heifers brought an average of 
$158.55 each. 

The offering 
Pennsylvania 
going to C.

The 136th Earlville Sale, held 
October 8, was one of the best in the 
series and reflected the improving 
demand. One hundred twenty-one 
head brought a total of $22,031, for 
a general average of $182.08, and 
making the highest one-day volume 
ever obtained in a one-day Earlville 
Sale of the regular promotions. 
Ninety females in milk averaged over 
$194 per head, with prices up to 
$425, and 17 bulls averaged $146, 
with top price of $410. Four ani- 
mals exceeded the $400 mark, and 
bidding was keen from start to 
finish. The quality was considered 
better than average at these offer- 
ings, with better appreciation evi- 
dent for the higher quality animals.

O:: unusual interest. The two National Grand Cham- 

piers have not previously been pictured this sea- 
son. Carnation Clipper 739010, aged bull winner and 
champion of the male section, is well known to Holstein 
fans, although this is his first major win in the mature 
class. He was grand champion at Portland in 1940 and 
was chosen as Reserve All-American 3-year-old last 
year. From calfhood up, it has been his misfortune to 
have to compete for All-American honors each year with 
King Bessie Senator. In 1937, Clipper was reserve All- 
American bull calf; in 1938 reserve All-American senior 
yearling. Not shown in major competition in 1939, he 
came back for his third reserve All-American rating, 
each time under Senator, in the 1940 3-year-old section. 
He is one of the distinguished sons of Sir Inka May, bred 
and exhibited by Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, Wash. 


The National Grand Champion cow, Betsy Roebuck 
Dixie 307582 CHB, made only her second show ring 
appearance. Purchased in Canada this summer by 
Franlo Farms, Hopkins, Minn., she made her debut at 
Waterloo where she placed second to grand champion 
Rocky Hill Dewdrop Burke in one of the sensationai 
aged cow classes of all time. At the National, with the 
former California star not in competition, she moved up 
a notch to first place, and went through to senior and 
grand championship. She is 7 years old, has an ROP 
record of 22,156 lbs milk, 730 lbs fat on 2-time milking, 
and is credited with having as nearly perfect an udder 
as appeared on the circuit this year. Her pedigree is 
interesting, representing close line-breeding from the 
old J. W. Richardson families, including a touch of the 
Jemima family (which originated there) and a doubling 
up of the blood of Gypsey Pontiac Cornucopia, both her 
own and dam’s sire being sons of that bull. He is best 
remembered here as the sire of Sara Ann Duplicate, All-

rectors in their meeting the previous 
evening and referred to the improved 
conditions for the dairymen and 
Holstein breeders which should be 
reflected in greatly increased mem- 
bership. He reported that the As- 
sociation is operating within its 
budget but mentioned the fact that 
fixed expenses will be somewhat in- 
creased next year, hence the need for 
additional revenue if we are to con- 
tinue on a pay-as-you-go policy. 

Secretary Brown reported for the 
State Fair Committee, congratulat- 
ing the breeders and local clubs on 
their fine showing, with 10 county 
herds and 15 DHIA groups on exhi- 
bition, stating that it was a show of 
quality as well as quantity. He also 
lauded the 4-H boys and girls of the 
state for putting on about the finest 
4-H Holstein show ever seen at Syra- 
cuse. 

M. S. Prescott, chairman of the 
Legislative Committee, referred to 
the work of that committee in con- 
nection with the Golden Guernsey 
litigation and described in some de- 
tail the efforts of the committee look- 
ing toward the setting up of a Calf 
Vaccination program in New York 
State that will really recognize Calf 
Vaccination as an effective method 
of control of Bang’s Disease. 

Dorr W. McLaury, chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the National 
Association, presented a glowing pic- 
ture of improved business conditions 
in the National Association and out- 
lined the proposed changes in Herd 
Classification being worked out 
jointly by the American and Canad- 
ian Associations. 

Glen M. Householder, National Di- 
rector of Extension Service, gave 
the meeting a few more details from 
a national standpoint, referring to 
the fact that New York State now has 
5,993 national members, of which 
2,431 are active members. He stated 
that in several counties of the United 
States a survey is being made to con- 
tact all National Association mem- 
bers who have become inactive to see 
how many of these are actually out 
of business; also to contact non- 
members who are doing business 
with the Association as well as new 
breeder prospects and grade Hoi- 
stein owners. He suggested that 
such a survey should be made in one 
or more representative counties of 
New York and asked the cooperation 
of local breeders in making such a 
survey. He paid a fine tribute to 
Cornell Ollie Catherine, second prize 
aged cow at the National Dairy 
Show this year at almost 11 years 
old. 

A discussion of Herd Classifica- 
tion, both officially by the National 
Association and unofficially under 
the direction of the State College, 
was led by Prof. Stanley Brownell 
and brought out a number of good 
ideas. 

A discussion of Calf Vaccination 
in New York State was led by Dr. 
Clarence Bradt of Cornell University, 
who called on Dr. Birch to tell of 
the experimental and educational 
work that has been and is being done 
at Cornell. Dr. Birch expressed the 
opinion that Calf Vaccination is 
more effective in preventing actual 
abortions than it is in preventing 
positive reactors and declared that 
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it is yet to be proven that a vacci- 
nated calf will stand up under heavy 
exposure to the disease in later 
years. He recommends a combina- 
tion of vaccination and blood testing. 

Dr. Brown, of the New York Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, outlined 
the new state program of Calf Vacci- 
nation, stating that the vaccinating 
is to be done by County Veerinar- 
jans, with the state furnishing free 
vaccine, free ear tags, keeping the 
records and furnishing same to the 
various counties as well as maintain- 
ing general supervision of the work 
in the field. He stated that the 
dairyman must furnish a complete 
blood test of the herd within six 
months of the date of starting the 
vaccination program. 

M. S. Prescott presented the report 
of the Resolutions Committee, bring- 
ing in six resolutions, the first four 
of which were unanimously adopted. 
No. 1 commended the plan of in- 
specting Canadian importations be- 
fore re-registry in our Association 
and approved the suggested changes 
in classification terms. 

No. 2 commended the action of 
the National Association on oleo rul- 
ings and legislation and urged mem- 
bers to write or wire their senators 
and congressmen. 

No. 3 requested Dean Ladd to in- 
clude in his budget a request for 
funds sufficient to cover more dairy 
research work. 

No. 4 sent greetings, thanks and 
best wishes to Owen D. Young for 
his fine constructive leadership in 
the milk controversy. 

No. 5 came from the St. Lawrence 
County Club and as this referred to 
the Approved Vaccinated Herds it 
was included in Resolution No. 6 
which covered that question rather 
fully, making seven specific recom- 
mendations. 

Discussion of the resolution 
brought out the fact that many mem- 
bers do not yet feel ready to take 
a stand that goes considerably be- 
yond the recommendations of the 
veterinary profession and Dr. Birch 
stated that while he could not agree 
with all of the provisions of the 
resolution he felt it was highly im- 
portant that this matter should not 
be laid on the table but that some 
action should be taken. 


President Wooster then suggested 
that M. S. Prescott be appointed as 
chairman of a special committee to 
make a further study of the whole 
Calf Vaccination question, with 
power to select his own assistants on 
the committee and to call a hearing 
of interested breeders and officials, 
and to be ready to give a detailed 
report at the annual meeting. 

An invitation was received from 
the Allegany-Steuben Holstein Clu» 
to hold the annual meeting in their 
district, probably in Corning, and 
Secretary Brown announced the de- 
cision of the Board to accept the in- 
Vitation, the date being tentatively 
set at Tuesday, January 6. 

President Wooster, who is serving 
as Assistant Director of the North- 
eastern Division of AAA, covering 
nine states in the Northeast, spoke 
Interestingly of the work of the AAA 
in getting increased production for

MONTHLY MILK SALES REPORT 

Daily average sales of fluid milk 
during September increased 6.26% 
over the same period a year ago, ac- 
cording to reports from leading dis- 
tributors in 152 U. S. markets to the 
Milk Industry Foundation. This is 
the fourteenth successive month for 
which increased sales of fluid milk 
have been reported. 

In September daily average sales 
totaled 7,270,786 quarts compared 
with 6,842,332 quarts in September 
1940. 

Milk company payrolls in Septem- 
ber showed an increase of 7.18% and 
employment an increase of 2.00 per 
cent compared with September 1940. 





The uniform price for September 
in the New York Milk Market was 
$2.54 per cwt. for 3.5% milk in the 
200-210 mile zone. This compares 
with $1.92 for the same month of 
1940 in this market. Volume also 
was up 9.1%, making the total 
wholesale value of the pool $11,860,-

Bacterins in the Control of Cattle Diseases

bacterin is produced are of non-protein nature and the 
bacterins are clear in appearance. This is the type of 
bacterin that is produced for the human physicians’ use 
and the only type that is used by them. 

After the bacteria have been grown for the proper 
length of time the resulting culture or growth is washed 
off, properly diluted and then treated by heat or chemi- 
cals (or both) to destroy the disease-producing proper- 
ties of the culture. Great care is needed and necessary 
so that the disease-preventing properties of the bacterin 
are not destroyed in this process. The resulting growth 
is diluted with saline solutions and the proper count is 
made of the resulting growth and the proper blending 
of the various bacterins to make the completed product. 
After the product is completed tests are made on labora- 
tory animals to check the bacterin before it is released 
for use. 

With the broth type bacterin which is produced only 
for use with animals (never used by human physicians 
in the human) the bacteria from which the bacterins 
will be produced are inoculated into a meat broth and 
grown until a definite growth has been produced. The 
resulting growth is filtered and the bacteria destroyed 
usually by chemicals, but the finished product still con- 
tains a considerable portion of the liquid broth or cul- 
ture media used in its growth. It is impossible to get an 
accurate count on this type of bacterin because it is so 
heavy and turbid in character. This type of bacterin 
offers considerable difficulty and is somewhat dangerous 
to use in live stock for the reason that it often produces 
shock which is in quite a few instances fatal. This is 
known as serum shock or anaphylaxis. This type of 
bacterin should never be used except by professionals 
such as veterinarians who understand the treatment to 
use when shock is produced. 

Selecting the Proper Bacterin 

The treatment and prevention of live stock diseases 
with bacterins is growing very rapidly, principally for 
the reason that veterinarians are able to make a more 
intelligent selection of the proper bacterins to use and 
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using these bacterins in those cases where they will be 
most likely to give satisfactory results. 


Since the results secured will depend principally upon 
the proper selection of the bacterin to be used, it goes 
without saying that satisfactory results can only be ex- 
pected when the selection of the proper bacterin is 
made by a veterinarian who has had extensive experience 
in this kind of treatment. 


Results can only be expected in the prevention or 
treatment of animal diseases with bacterins when that 
bacterin is used which has been made from the specific 
bacteria (infection) that is causing the disease against 
which the prevention or cure is used. Since many of 
these animal diseases appear to be quite similar from the 
standpoint of symptoms shown, it is evident that con- 
siderable skill and veterinary knowledge is required in 
order to make the correct choice of bacterins to be used. 


How Bacterins Work 

Bacterins prevent or cure live stock diseases by set- 
ting up a passive immunity (a short time immunity) 
against the particularly effective agents (bacteria) 
through the antigenic properties contained in the bac- 
terin, which stimulate the development of resistance to 
the bacteria that is present in the animal or to which it 
has been exposed. This protective substance developed 
in the animal’s body is commonly spoken of as anti- 
bodies, which are substances in the blood stream or body 
fluids that are produced from stimulation by the correct 
antigens contained in the bacterin that has been used. 
(This is the first of two installments of Dr. Conn’s dis- 
cussion of the use of bacterins in the prevention and 
treatment of cattle diseases. The second and final part 
will appear in an early issue.

VISIT AT GILKEY FARMS 


We drove up to Owatonna, Minn. 
for a brief visit with manager Floyd 
Schendel of Gilkey Farms on our 
way home from the Dairy Cattle Con- 
gress. It is as beautiful a half-sec- 
tion piece of land as you will ever 
see, with neat, well-kept barns and 
yards and that ‘“‘clean’’ appearance 
that marks apart the profitable farm 
from the ordinary variety. Since 
our last visit they have added a new 
hog barn and 400 head of purebred 
Durocs. This year at the Minnesota 
State Fair they showed the lst prize 
aged sow and aged herd, and their 
senior boar was the 1940 junior 
champion at the Iowa State Fair. 

In the cow barns they have 12 on 
test, including the famed ‘‘Bottema”’ 
produce, with ‘‘Princess Walker’’ go- 
ing at an 850-lb clip, her sister about 
750 lbs, both due in February. Both 
were bred again, two days apart, to 
Carnation Criterion. 


There on lease until next spring is 
Carnation Peerless Creamelle, in ser- 
vice until the young “Imperial” son 
of the 1209-lb ‘“‘Throne Stall’’ Mad- 
cap cow reaches serviceable age 
This calf was born in July while Mr. 
Schendel was at Carnation to selec: 
a junior herd sire, and his famous 
dam, the day before she calved, im- 
pressed Schendel more than any other 
cow at Carnation. He spoke for her 
calf if it happened to be a bull, and 
the next morning the new Gilkey 
Farms junior herd sire was born. 


Mr. Gilkey, at the time of our visit, 
was much better, and was expected 
soon to be able to get out to the 
farm, which he hadn’t seen since the 
Ist of April.

DANE COUNTY (WIS.) 4-H SALE 


Dane County, Wisconsin 4-H and 
F. F. A. boys will state an auction 
sale of bull calves of their own rais- 
ing at Stoughton, Wisconsin, 15 
miles south-east of Madison, Satur- 
day, November 8. 


The auction will comprise 22 sen- 
ior and junior bull calves that have 
been raised by as many boys of this 
county from 14 to 19 years old. 
The calves are donated for the pro- 
ject by 17 Dane county purebred 
Holstein breeders. 


It will be the second year that this 
project has been carried out under 
the direction of County Agricultural 
Agent R. V. Hurley and Roy Harris, 
of the Wisconsin Dairy Record Office, 
Madison, with the cooperation of the 
members of the Dane County Hol- 
stein Breeders Association. 


The calves were placed last Spring 
with deserving boys, approved by the 
County Agent, were fitted and exhi- 
bited by them at the Dane County 
Junior Fair in August, and are now 
being made ready for the sale, No- 
vember 8. 


By contract between boy and 
donor, each shares equally in the 
sales proceeds. The calves are in- 
sured by the boys at a cost of $5.00 
a head, which is returned to them at 
the conclusion of the sale. 


To be eligible for the project, bull 
calves must be from dams having 
Dairy Herd Improvement or Herd 
Test records of at least 350 pounds 
of fat or its equivalent in heifer 
form. 


Of the 21 bulls with dams having 
completed lactation records, nine are 
from cows or heifers with lactation 
records ranging from 417 to 469 
pounds of fat; 11 are from dams with 
records from 300 to 391 pounds; and 
one is from a 543 pound fat dam. 
Two are by proven sires. All of the 
Calves are close to or at service age. 


Some of the boys in last year’s pro- 
ject used their share of the sales re- 
turns to purchase a purebred heifer 
calf. By his own efforts a youth is 
thereby enabled to earn a large part 
or all of the capital necessary to se- 
cure his first purebred female. The 
boys are largely sons of commercial 
dairy operators, a number of whom 
last year purchaser the bulls raised 
by their sons for use in their own 
herds.

“WE WERE WILLING TO TRY, — 
FOR THE ENLIGHTENMENT OF ALL” 


It all goes back to a day in July 1939. We were trying to determine if we should try something 
which many then felt could not possibly succeed. That was the matter of launching a program of 
calfhood vaccination. We finally decided to make the “‘try”-to the extent of 35 in one hard swallow, 

However before going any farther in this description, we want here and now to pay public 
tribute to Dr. Mark Welsh and all his assistants in the State Laboratory and also to Dr. Deubler 
who has directed us with the herd for nearly fourteen years. Without their friendly counsel and 
co-operation, we could in no way have accomplished what we have, if that be anything. When we 
blood-test—we test. We find since taking up this program the State Laboratory has in two years 
tested for us over three thousand samples which means the handling of some twelve thousand 
bottles and if that is not co-operation then we have no name for it. However the whole work is 
carried on with a very complete and accurate set-up with the hope that some day, we feel the least 
we can do in return is to make a donation of all the facts and figures to the State of Maryland. So 
when you give thought to this work, do not overlook the fact that every sample is read down to 
1;25 which is below the somewhat general practice. 

So much for that. On October 21, 1941 Dr. Deubler was here and drew the entire herd—263 
head—every old bull—every calf, every bovine thing. And what are the results? Not a single new 
reading except that three more from the old positive group have left the reacting group, bringing 
the number thus far retrieved up to 24. All that had heretofore been retrieved, remained negative. 

And what happened to the vaccinated calves? We present the entire story in simplest form.

We feel we have been engaged in this work long enough now to draw some conclusions: 
The age must be right—the above chart shows that. The information that follows those with 
titre is their age at time of vaccination and their blood reading today. 

Vaccinated calves may associate with clean animals without any danger. 

Vaccinated calves may associate with known positive cows and remain negative. 

Positive calves may be vaccinated and they will clear as quickly as the negative calf. 
Heifers showing titre may be bred with no ill effects on their clearing up. 


There is no factor in vaccinated heifers requiring more services to settle. 
Not all positive cows are positive cows, always. 


Not all positive cows are always positive cows. 
All our reference is to work done with strain 19 and it is understood it is being done under 
State control. In the final percentage factor Group No. 11 is not used since the elapsed time 


is not sufficient to warrant its inclusion in this study.
